Clothing, 
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PITTSFIELD. 


Pittsfield, the central market town of Berkshire Coun- 
ty, was first permanently: settled in the year 1752; was 
incorporated as a plantation by the name of Poontoosuck 
in 1758, and Más a town, with its present designation, in 
1761. Ti lies half way between the northern and south- 
ern boundaries of the State, at the point where the Hou- 
satonic Railroad from the south, and the North Adams ` 
- from the north, form their junction with the Boston and 

Albany, which crosses the county from east to west. 

And by these roads it is put in communication with by 

far the greater part of the 91 towns of Berkshire. The 
most distant of the principal manufacturies and public in- 
stitutions of the county are but little more than an hour's 

ride by railroad from the Pittsfield depot. 

By law, the several railroads intersecting at Pittsfield 
are required to unite in a common station, and a new 
and substantial depot of largé size is to be built, this 
summer, for that purpose, across West Strect, which is 
to be turned aside, and pass under the tracks, a few rods 
further south. l 

The surface of the town is varied; the greater part 
being moderately uneven, a considerable area level, and 

a small part mountainous. 


- 
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The two branches of the Housatonic form their junc- 
tion in this town, and with a multitude of brooks, and 
six lakes, furnish water power for fourteen factories, one 
paper mill and three flouring mills. In connection with 
the factories, have grown up the outlying villages, Pon- 
toosue, Taconic, Weheoush Russells’, Peck’s, Coltgville, 
Oceola, Stearnsville and Barkersville. In the west part 
is the Shaker village of West Pittsfield. 

The central and principal village of the town cov- 
ers an aréa of little more than a mile square, ly- 
ing mostly between the branches of the Housatonic. In 
its center is a beautiful little Park of two acres; and 
seventy-four streets are comprised within its limits. 

This village, with a little of the adjoining territory, is 
incorporated ag the Pittsfield Fire District; and by various 
Legislative acts, has been empowered to support a fire 
department, to build waterworks, sewers and sidewalks, 
light the streets, &c. The waterworks—among-the best in 
the country—are supplied from Lake Ashley on Washing- 
ton mountain, and have fourteen and a half miles of main 
pipe laid. The system of sidewalks and sewers is now 
perfecting, and promises to leave little to be desired. All 
departments of the Fire District are excellently managed. 

The town has nine churches in the village, and at 
Stearnsville, St. Luke’s (P. E.) Church has a Chapel, 
named Emanuel. 

The condition of the schools and public institutions 
will appear from the statements under the proper head. 
Movements are making for great improvements in Libra- 
ries, Public Halls, Hotels and the like, and the advance 
of the Young Men’ s Association is assured and steady. 

In 1849 the town voted to purchase grounds for a Ru- 
ral Cemetery, and entrusted them to a Corporation, on 
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. certain terms. The farm of Geo. W. Campbell, Esq., 
three quarters of a mile north of the Park, was selected 
and purchased for $5,500. ~The corporation was organ- 
ized April 8, 1850. ‘The grounds, which are not sur- 
passed in natural beauty by those of any cemetery 
within our knowledge, wére laid out with admirable taste 
by Dr. Horatio N. Stone of Washington, D. C., and. 
have now become famed for their loveliness. They con- 

. tain 140 acres. ‘The consecration took place Sept. 9, 
1850, the clergy of the town taking part in the religious 

` exercises. The address was delivered by Rev. Henry 
Neill, then of Lenox, now of Pittsfield; and a poem was 
delivered by Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

l When the County of Berkshire was erected in 1761, 
. the County Courts were ordered to be held alternately at 
Great Barrington and Pittsfield; but in 1787 they were 
concentrated at Lenox, which was made the shire town. 
Thé\last Legislature, by a very large vote, directed that 
the cvunty seat should be established at Pittsfield, as soon ` 
as the necessary buildings can be erected, and that the 
‘Courts should be held there after Jan. 1, 1869. The 
first to be held in Pittsfield will be the Criminal Term 
of the Superior Court, commencing on the last Tuesday 
of February.

The chief sources from which the wealth of Berkshire 
is derived, are hardly equalled in variety by those of any 
county in the Union, except those comprising the great 
cities. , They ave. 

First, Agriculture, in which Berkshire ranks with 
the first counties of the State; its annual produce being 
something over the value of $5,000,000. 

Second, Mineral products, including iron ore in 
abundance; marble, in immense quantities and of the 
best varieties for building purposes; granular quartz 
for the manufacture of glass, unequalled in quality and 
extent by any beds in the world; marl beds, &c. Ae 

Third, Manufacturers to the amount of over $17- 
000,000: annually, and including many of the staple 
manufacturers of the world, —broadeloths, cassimeres, sat- 
inets, cotton cloth ; letter, ledger, bank note, blotting and 
colored paper; cylinder and plate glass ; lime, iron, gun- 
powder, silver ware, furniture, steam engines, carriages, 
agricultural and mechanical implements, barometers and 
thermometers, leather, medicines, Ae, Ae,
